Those who are familiar with the

2.—N otw ithstan din g 
the powerful in fluen ces that have been 
at work to avert a strike on the Brit­ 
ish railroads, the ex ecutive committee 
of the Am alg amated Society of Rail­ 
way Servan ts has passed a resolution 
to call a g en eral strike. 
This society 
alway s has been looked upon as on e 
of the most con servative of the labor 
un ion s. 
Its leader is Richard Bell, M. 
P., who has been n oted for his efforts 
to preven t strikes an d for his utter­ 
an ces in favor of the rig hts of cap­ 
ital as well as the rig hts of workin g ­ 
men . 
Con seq uen tly the resolution is 
n ot taken lig htly . 
While there is a lon g list of alleg ed 
g rievan ces, the prin cipal on e has turn ­ 
ed on recog n ition of the un ion , an d 
this the railroad compan ies, whose 
chief spokesman is Lord Claude Ham ­ 
ilton , are determ in ed n ot to con cede. 
The g en eral strike, however, un der 
the rules of the society an d the re­ 
q uirem en ts of the law, can n ot take 
place for some weeks. 
In the m ean ­ 
time there is a remote hope that Da­ 
vid 
Lloy d-Georg e, 
presiden t of the 
board of trade, may brin g about a set­ 
tlemen t. 
So far Mr. Lloy d-Georg e’s 
g reat en erg y has been un fruitful, but 
in a speech last n ig ht he declared that 
he would keep on try in g to brin g 
peace. 
The railroads charg e that the 
presen t ag itation is due to the g rowth 
of socialism.

Indianapolis. Ind., Nov. 2.—Gover­ 
nor Hanly is in training to stop the 
fighting game in Indiana. 
He has 
been k eeping qu iet abou t it u ntil to« 
day, when it was learned that he has 
ask ed Attorney General Bingham for 
an opinion as to when a boxing match 
is a prize fight. 
He is expected to en­ 
ter the ring within a short time in 
hopes of landing a blow that will stop 
fighting at Indianapolis, Fort Wayne, 
Sou th Bend, Terre Hau te, Brazil and 
other cities where clu bs have been 
doing bu siness openly for the last two 
years. 
The governor refu sed to say 
what cou rse he will follow, as he as­ 
serted that he has not stu died the at­ 
torney general’s opinion. 
The attor­ 
ney general holds, in su bstance, that 
boxing m atches are prize fights. 
If 
his ru ling is followed it will be im­ 
possible to have any k ind of a pu blic 
or 
private 
boxing 
m atch 
withou t 
wholesale arrests being made. 
In his 
letter to the attorney general calling 
for a constru ction of the laws, the gov­ 
ernor said: 
“It is im portant 
that 
some action be tak en by execu tive au ­ 
thority to pu t an end to the practice 
referred to if there is any statu te cov­ 
ering the offense.” 
The attorney gen­ 
eral qu oted the following sections from 
B u rns’s 
revised 
statu tes 
of 
19 05: 
“W hoever engages as a principal in 
any prize fight or attends any su ch 
fight as a back er, trainer, second, u m­ 
pire, assistant, reporter, or in any oth­ 
er capacity, shall, on conviction, be 
fined not less than $50 nor more than 
$500, to which may he added im prison­ 
m ent In the cou nty jail not exceeding 
six months. 
If two or more persons 
by agreem ent fight In any pu blic place 
the persons 
so offending shall 
be 
deemed gu ilty of an affray and shall, 
on conviction, he fined not to exceed 
$500 each, or be imprisoned in the 
cou nty jail not to exceed five days 
each.” 
Attorney 
General 
Bingham 
says that the term prize fight has been 
frequ ently defined by the cou rts of 
variou s states to mean a pu gilistic en- 
copnter or a boxing m atch in pu blic 
for a prize or reward, of a contest be­ 
tween two persons with their fists for 
physical su premacy, intending in some 
degree to do bodily harm to each oth- 


contest, to receive some honor, reward 
or emolu ment. 
The attorney general 
says 
that 
it 
mak es 
no 
difference 
w hether bodily harm is inflicted or in­ 
tended and that it m atters not wheth­ 
er the match is bru tal or fatal or 
w hether or not the contestants are 
friends or enemies, 
ft is a prize fight 
wrhether it is for a limited nu m ber of 
rou nds to a finish or for points. 
It is 
not apparent where a loophole for a 
continu ance of the game can be fou nd 
if the governor follows the attorney 
general’s ru ling. 
It is expected that 
the governor will call on the sheriff 
to stop fighting here and at other 
places wrhere clu bs have been organ­ 
ized. 
The local au thorities have not 
made any objections, as the m atches 
have not been advertised as fights, bu t 
merely as boxing matches. 
No pu rses 
are offered, and the word fight is not 
u sed in any of the agreem ents. 
The 
prom oters do not believe that u nder 
the law they can be prevented from 
going ahead yith the game. 


A su it to test the constitu tionality 
of the “fu ll train crew ” law enacted 
by the last legislatu re w’as presented 
before Ju dge Irvin of the criminal 
cou rt, yesterday. 
The Pennsylvania 
road is named as defendant, bu t the 
other railroads in Indiana are ju st as 
mu ch concerned. 
The railroads and 
the railroad commission have su bm it­ 
ted an agreed statem ent of facts.

defendant insists that the law, which 
compels the roads to employ crews of 
six or more men on all trains of over 
fifty cars, and five man on all other 
trains, is not constitu tional.

The fa r eastern sk y is clou dless as 
viewed throu gh official eyes, bu t the qn- 
offlcial vision either sees less clearly or 
w ith greqter penetration. In a word. t,he 
pu blic has a dim apprehension of official 
k nowledge. 
It k nows tha t some friction 
exists betw een the two governm ents, al­ 
thou gh both governm ents are anxiou s to 
rem ove it. 
To believe tha t either the 
U nited S tates or Japan desires w ar is to 
credit the statesm en of both C ou ntries 
w ith folly so extrem e tha t it becomes 
nothing less than crim inal lu nacy. 
Bu t 
there are im portant and delicate qu es­ 
tions tha t m u st be settled, and, althou gh 
the attem pt has been made, it is adm itted 
on both sides that so fa r the negotiations 
have produ ced no resu lts. 
• The Contemporary Review, also of 
London, think s that the presence of 
ou r fleet in the Pacific will mak e it 
possible to get the start of the Japa 
nose by alniu t six week s and argu es 
that this advantage is 
well 
worth 
wdiile. 
A 
w riter in the German 
Review 
says that the control of the Pacific is 
as necessary to the United States as 
the control of the M editerranean has 
been to Great Britain. 
To qu ote: 


It is in the tendencies, the disposition, 
the idiosyncrasies of these two races tha t 
we see the greatest danger of an im m i­ 
nent conflict. 
The Japanese have shown 
them selves a restless people, not content­ 
ed w ith the lim itations of their own fron­ 
tier, and it wrou ld be singu lar indeed if 
a fte r their recent su ccesses in w ar and 
diplom acy they were not bent on still 
fu rther triu m phs. 
On the other shore of 
the Pacific stands a nation which in its 
u nfaltering progress has proved itself not 
inferior to the Japanese, least of qj 1 in all 
tha t concerns its w estern developm ent. 
W ho bu t the A m ericans can claim the 
hegem ony of the Pacific? The possibility, 
and, wrhen one considers the present rela- 
tions^ of the two, thq probability, of a 
coming conflict, between these nations on 
the Pacific cannot be denied.

Thomas A. Hendrick s was born near Zanesville, O., Sept. 7, 18 19 .

Miners Resent the Recent Imposition 
of Idle-Time Fines. 
Linton, 
Ind.,

2.—Fifty-three 
suits for collection of wag es alleg ed 
to be due have been filed ag ainst the 
Summit Coal company in the Greene 
circuit court, each person claiming 
damag es. 
Several weeks ag o the mi­ 
ners refused to w*ork under direction 
of Superintendent Will McQuade, and 
the mine remained idle for^ ig h t days. 
District President Van Horn of the 
United Mine W orkers ordered the men 
to return to work. 
Under the Terre 
Haute ag reem ent each miner was sub­ 
ject to a fine of $1 for every day the 
mine was idle, and Van Horn ordered 
that the fine should be paid. 
The mi­ 
ners at first refused to accept their 
pay, but finally receipted therefor mi­ 
nus $8 , the amount withheld as a 
f i n e 
in each case. 
Then they prepared to 
bring suit, but w*ere deterred by Van 
H orn’s threat to revoke their charter. 
Fifty-three miners refused to return 
to work and demanded full pay, and 
it is these miners appearing in the 
suits just filed. 
The operators contend that if they 
are compelled to appear in court it 
will be a violation of the T erre Haute 
ag reem ent, and the rem ainder of the 
contract will be void. 
The miners,

When first elected mayor 
six years ago his plurality was ab out

His plurality in 1903 approx- 
imited 12,000. 
The Clev eland m ayor­ 
alty election b ecame a national issue 
this year when President Roosev elt 
/induced Congressman Burton, the man 
iwho b eat Tom Johnson for congress in 
f 1894, to run against the mayor. 
Ac­ 
cording to political lights on b oth sides 
of the fence, this action placed Mr. 
Johnson fairly in the presidential lime­ 
light. 
But this sketch has to do with Mayor 
^Johnson merely as a personality and a 
'paradox, politics aside. 
Mr. Johnson 
has b een b efore the people so long that 
his career cannot fail to interest read­ 
ers of any political persuasion. 


Sold Newspapers on Trains. 
Tom Johnson was b orn on a prosper­ 
ous Kentucky plantation in 1834. The 
civ il w ar upset his father’s prosperity. 
Colonel Alb ert Johnson, the father, 
w ent to the w ar in the Confederate 
serv ice and returned at the close of 
tha t conflict a poor man. Toward the 
end of the w ar Tom, b eing ten years 
old, sought to help his struggling fam i­ 
ly along b y selling new spapers on 
trains. 
W ith his sav ings from this 
.work he helped to mov e the family to 
Louisv ille, where he b ecame an errand 
b oy at $2 a week. Later, when he was 
fourteen, he was picked up as a good 
proposition b y a Louisv ille horse car 
line at $7 a week. In three years he 
had b ecome superintendent of the line. 
At the age of tw enty he found a K en­ 
tucky girl with whom he proposed a 
life partnership. Seeking his prospec­ 
tiv e father-in-law, he confided that the 
girl was willing.. 
“Well, v ou hav e your nerv e with you^ 


was trying to haul the people of Indi­ 
a n a’s capital. Johnson b ecame general 
m anager at once. 
The line cost him 
and his associate $80,000. A few years 
later they sold out for $1,000,000. John­ 
son sub stituted horses for mules, uni­ 
formed his employees, q uickened up 
the schedules and otherwise reformed 
the serv ice. 
Like most men who hold municipal 
monopolies and work them for all they 
are worth, Tom Johnson was an ex­ 
pansionist. 
He was alw ays looking 
around for more worlds to conq uer. 
Street car franchises cam e easy. Plen­ 
ty of cities had highly v aluab le fran­ 
chises to b e picked up b y a shrewd 
promoter for almost nothing. 
There 
were millions in them, and Tom John ­ 
son knew it well. 
One day he b oard­ 
ed a train at Indianapolis and started 
for Clev eland, where existed a certain 
mule car line considerab ly run down 
a t the heel. 
Mark H anna was the 
monopolist owner of practically all the 
Clev eland car 
lines 
which paid to 
operate. 
The 
train 
“b utcher” 
laid 
on Johnson’s lap a copy of Henry 
George’s “Progress and Pov erty.” 
“Take it aw ay!” demanded Johnson, 
b ut the b oy didn’t. 
Johnson b egan to read the b ook.
